There  has  been  no  unusual  outbreak  of  illness  during  the  year  and  the 
number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  has  been  remarkably  small, 
only  56  cases  in  all  being  recorded e  There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria, 
poliomyelitis  or  food  poisoning  notified.  There  were  no  deaths  from 

tuberculosis. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  population  to  he  23,860,,  There  is 
a  slow  decrease  averaging  about  100  per  annum.  The  adjusted  birthrate  was 
I7.5  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  1  > 

and  the  adjusted  death  rate  was  14.0  compared  with  the  national  rate  01  1  .9. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  28.0  per  1,000  live  births,  which  is  higher 
than  the  national  rate  of  21  .4.  A  five  year  average  for  the  district  gives 

a  figure  of  28, 5 • 

For  the  fourth  year-  in  succession,  there  was  no  maternal  death;  there 
has  only  been  one  such  death  in  the  past  eight  years* 

A  total  number  of  37  samples  of  milk  were  tested  for  tuberculosis 
infection  and  all  were  negative.  One  hundred  and  nineteen  samples  were 
tested  for  infection  from  Brucellosis  and  25  were  positive.  This  org  m 
causes  undulant  fever  in  man;  the  symptoms  are  obscure  ana  may  not  be 
recognised  other  than  as  a  vague  general  illness.  There  can  be  swell  g 
the  ioints  and  the  condition  is  mistaken  for  rheumatism.

of  this  disease  from  cattle  has  been  carried  out,  there  is  no  doubt  -ha- 
heat  t4fted  Mlk.  pasteurised  or  sterilised,  is  the  only  milk  which  can  be 
guaranteed  to  be  free  from  disease  producing  organisms* 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  supply  from  the  public  service  mains  during 
t>e  vear  under  review,  and  the  sauries  tested  were  satisfactory.  Seven  so  -- 
of  private  supolies  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  on  sampling  and  schemes  have 
been  authorised  for  six  of  these  supplies  to  be  dealt  with  by  conversion  - 

a  public  supply o 

Under  the  latest  five  year  plan  for  housing  starting  in  1963,  ],°97  houses 
have  been  scheduled  for  clearance.  These,  together  with  a  further 1 
-work  at  the  same  rate,  will  complete  the  great  majority  of  .he  proper! 
whidnare  only  fit  for  clearance  and  thus  the  slum  clearance  problem  of  this 
Boiough  in  largely  have  been  solved.  There  remains  some  800  houses  which 
are  substandard  but  which  are  capable  of  improvement  In  ±n 

houses  will  be  dealt  with,  compared  with  an  actual  n ■  -  > 

the  Borough.  This  has  really  been  a  tremendous  programme  but

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As  stated  last  year,  the  Council  has  not  proceeded  with  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  smoke  control  areas,  but  very  great  improvement  has  been  effected 
by  mills  and  factories,.  The  fitting  of  appliances  for  the  efficient 
burning  of  fuel  with  the  elimination  of  smoke  has  resulted  in  a 
reduction  in  coal  consumption  by  industry  and  GCP/0  of  the  coal  nov/  used  is 
mechanically  fired  in  a  satisfactory  manner* 

I  would  like  to  express  to  the  members  of  the  Council  and  to  my 
colleagues  in  the  Health  Department  and  the  senior  officers  of  the  Council 
my  sincere  thanks  for  their  advice  and  assistance  during  my  tenure  of  the 
office  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health .

Efforts  have  been  continued  to  reduce  industrial  smoke  pollution  and 
propaganda  is  being  carried  out  to  induce  householders  to  reduce  pollution 
from  domestic  fires®  The  Council  has  not  yet  adopted  a  scheme  for  the 
control  of  smoke  pollution  from  domestic  premises®

The  following  matters  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Borough  Council?™ 
control  of  infectious  diseases,  provision  of  suitable  water  supplies,  control 
of  cleansing  and  disposal  of  refuse,  inspection  of  all  food  and  food  preparing 
premises  including  the  inspection  of  all  meat  carcases  at  private 
slaughterhouses,  sampling  of  food  stuffs  (milk,  ice  cream,  etc*)  for 
bacteriological  examination,  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses,  factories, 
shops  and  other  premises,  inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  fitness  for 
human  habitation,  statutory  nuisances,  rodent  control,  offensive  trades, 
smoke  abatement  and  many  other  matters  concerned  with  environmental  health* 

Hospital  facilities  are  now  under  the  Regional  Board  and  Management 
Committees  and  patients  are  admitted  without  r egard  to  local  boundaries,. 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens  and  milk  and  water  samples 
is  undertaken  without  charge  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall 
Hospital,  Manchester o

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee? 

Mr0  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present,  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  my  Annual  Report  for  19620  ^he  report  reviews  work  carried  out 
by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  calendar  year,  except  in  so 
far  as  the  report  on  Public  Cleansing  covers  the  financial  year  up  to 
the  31  st  March,  1  9 63  o 

Of  necessity,  work  connected  with  sub-standard  houses  has  formed 
the  major  portion  of  activities  this  year,  I  do  not  think  any  member, 
appreciating  Rawtenstall 9 3  problem  in  this  matter,  would  doubt  the  wisdom 
of  giving  this  aspect  of  our  work  the  Nou  1  priority G  In  this  introductory 
.letter,  I  would  prefer  not  to  confine  remarks  to  the  exact  calendar  year 
buc  refer  to  final  policies  mainly  confirmed  early  in  1  9^3  which  were  based 
on  work  carried  out  in  19&23  Survey  and  classification  of  some  2,300  houses 
has  been  carried  out  and,  coupled  with  the  700  houses  already  represented 
and  confirmed  for  clearance,  this  has  meant  dealing  with  a  problem  involving 
more  than  a  third  of  the  houses  in  the  town.  However,  now  a  break  through 
can  be  seen  following  decisions  to  double  the  previous  clearance  programme 
of  100  houses  per  year*  It  can  be  visualised  that  property  only  fit  for 
clearance  can  be  represented  within  the  next  six  or  seven  years*,  Following 
this,  attention  can  be  turned  to  the  formulated  programme  of  converting 
and  improving  600  back  to  back  houses  and  200  associated  9  through’  houses0 
It  may  be  argued  that  by  conversion  or  improvement,  one  is  only  extending 
the  life  of  old  houses,  whereas  demolition  provides  all  new  houses*.  This 
may  be  so,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  structurally,  these  houses 
scheduled  for  conversion  are  sound  and  would  be  of  a  standard  better  than 
many  unimproved  terraced  houses  in  the  Borough*,  The  sites  chosen  are  not 
subject  to  congestion  or  other  ba.d  arrangement,  and  are  well  situated  for 
'work  and  shopping *>  Many  of  the  blocks  contain  houses  already  of  good 
standard  and  many  also  are  situated  on  main  roads  where  demolition  could 
result  in  derelict  areas  in  conspicuous  positions  owing  to  their 
unsuitability  for  re- development  .  The  difference  in  cost  between  the 
wholesale  demolition  of  back  to  back  property  and  subsequent  larger  building 
programmes, as  against  Improvement  schemes, is  also  appreciable,  and  provided 
a  further  factor  for  considerations  In  order  to  guarantee  these  schemes, 
the  Housing  Committee  have  agreed  to  use  compulsory  powers  to  acquire  and 
improve  property  where  owners  are  unwilling  or  unable  to  do  soG  These 
programmes  of  roughly  1,800  houses  cleared  and  800  houses  improved,  appear 
to  provide  a  balanced  attempt  to  tackle  Rawt enstall  ’  s  particular  problems,, 

In  addition  to  these  houses,  close  on  400  houses  may  be  regarded  as 
9 border  line9,  mainly  by  reason  of  age,  and  a  survey  is  now  in  progress  to 
determine  their  ultimate  future 0 

Such  involvement  in  housing  problems  has  curtailed  work  in  other 
aspects  of  environmental  health,  although  I  hope  the  following  report 
reveals  that  every  effort  has  been  made  to  deal  with  other  matters  'within 
limitationSc  In  fact,  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 


and  inspected  at  the  four  private  slaughterhouses,,  coupled  with  inspection 
of  work  carried  out  to  modernise  the  slaughterhouses  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
resulted  in  more  time  than  ever  being  devoted  to  this  aspect  of  the  work® 

It  was  pleasing  to  report  that  all  work  at  the  slaughterhouses  was 
finished  by  the  9  appointed  day*  -  January  1st,  1 963  -  fixed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  the  coming  into  operation 
of  new  standards o  The  work  which  mainly  suffered  was  in  connection  with 
the  inspection  of  other  Ibod  premises®  New  legislation  coming  into  force 
on  October  1st,  1  9&3.3  dealing  with  compulsory  meat  inspection  and  meat 
marking  will  again  increase  the  amount  of  time  to  be  devoted  to  meat 
inspection.  It  is  understood  that  new  legislation  affecting  offices  and 
shops  which  is  expected  to  come  into  operation  in  1  964  will  add  further 
work  to  the  Department  and  if  statutory  duties  are  to  be  fulfilled  adequately, 
there  seems  need  to  re- appraise  the  present  staff  establishment* 

The  Committee  last  year  also  gave  serious  consideration  to  a  report 
on  the  establishment  of  smoke  control  areas®  From  what  has  been  said 
previously,  it  Is  apparent  that  this  work  could  not  be  attempted  with  the 
present  staff,  and  in  view  of  the  Committee*  s  present  commitments  with 
housing,  and  the  fact  that  Rawtenstali  is  not  designated  as  a  ’black*  area, 
it  was  decided  not  to  take  any  immediate  action  in  this  matter*  With  the 
continued  improvement  in  the  level  of  industrial  pollution,  commented  on 
later  in  the  report,  it  is  becoming  more  apparent  than  ever  that  the  main 
source  of  smoke  pollution  is  from  the  domestic  fire.  This  will  be  a  problem 
that  will  ultimately  have  to  be  tackled,  not  only  on  health  grounds,  but 
as  a  complementary  effort  to  housing  and  development  programmes  which  are 
being  so  actively  pursued  with  a  view  to  giving  Rawtenstali  a  new  look  totally 
different  from  that  left  by  the  Industrial  Revolution* 

The  last  year  was  also  notable  for  the  opening  of  the  new  p\iblic 
mortuary  -  a  fine,  well  equipped  building  of  which  I  feel  this  authority 
has  every  right  to  feel  proud®  Other  projects  authorised  include  a  new 
Gleansing  Depot  and  new  public  conveniences  at  Waterfoot  and  in  the  town 
centre  development  area, 

I  again  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  thanks  to 
members  of  the  Health  and  other  Committees  for  their  encouragement  and 
support,  and  also  to  express  my  appreciation  to  other  Chief  Officers  and 
their  staff  for  their  wholehearted  co-operation* 

With  pleasure  I  again  record  the  conscientious  and  unstinting  service 
given  by  a  very  capable  and  loyal  staff  and  body  of  employees,  to  whom  I 
give  my  personal  thanks*

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


WATER  SUPPLY* 


With  the  exception  of  95  houses  in  the  Cowpe  district ,  which  are 
supplied  from  mains  provided  and  maintained  by  the  Bacup  Corporation, 
the  public  water  supply  to  8,233  houses  in  the  Borough  is  furnished  by  the 
Irweli  Valley  Water  Board*  The  remaining  90?  houses  are  supplied  from 
private  sources,  the  water  being  piped  into  the  houses  in  all  but  four 
instances*  One  hundred  and  two  new  houses  and  twelve  existing  houses  were 
connected  to  the  public  supply  during  the  year* 

1.  PUBLIC  SUPPLY 


Upland  surface  reservoirs  at  Clowbridge,  G-reenfold  and  Clough  Bottom, 
all  of  which  are  chlorinated  and  filtered,  provide  the  source  for  the  main 
public  supply*  Owing  to  certain  waters  being  derived  from  peaty  moorlands 
there  is  a  liability  to  plumb o- solvency  and  the  water  is  lime  treated  to 
overcome  this*  Eighty- eight  examinations  for  plumbo- solvency  were  made  and 
found  to  be  mainly  satisfactory*  The  Water  Board  also  reports  that  satis¬ 
factory  results  were  obtained  from  135  bacteriological  and  14  chemical 
examinations  carried  out  during  the  year,  of  water  going  into  supply* 

20  PRIVATE  SUPPLIES 


Unsatisfactory  sampling  results  from  five  private  water  supplies  invol¬ 
ving  65  houses  resulted  in  schemes  being  authorised  for  the  laying  of  the 
public  water  supply*  A  net  capital  deficiency  of  £58 7  was  involved*  The 
following  figures  illustrate  the  present  position  with  regard  to  private 
water  supplies  and  compare  it  with  the  position  as  it  was  in  1950.®  prior  to 
these  schemes  commencing*

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  sewerage  scheme  is  on  the  separate  system,-,  The  sewage  disposal 
plant  is  situated  in  the  neighbouring  town  of  Haslingden  and  is  controlled 
by  the  Haslingden,  Rawtenstall  and  Bacup  Outfall  Sewage  Board.  Treatment 
is  by  precipitation  and  filtration* 

Forty-eight  new  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  ^wscage  system  during 
the  year  and  this  is  the  total  extent  of  new  work  undertaken*  Three  hundred 
and  four  houses  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage  sytem  but  the  majority  of 
these  are  outlying  farms  and  cottages  not  connected  by  reason  of  their 
isolation,, 

There  were  319  inspections  made  in  connection  with  drainage  defects 
and  497  complaints  of  blocked  drains  and  closets  were  dealt  with  by  the 
Department  during  the  year*  The  employment  of  a  man  for  the  prompt 
release  of  blocked  drains  provides  a  valuable  service  and  complaints  are 
normally  dealt  with  within  24  hours  of  receipt „ 

The  Health  Sub-Committee  have  powers  delegated  to  them  to  enable 
expeditious  action  to  be  taken  under  the  drainage  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1  961 0 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  Rivers  Irwell,  Limy  Water  and  Whitewell  Brook  are  polluted  by 
industrial  premises  in  the  area  and  improvement  in  this  matter  is  one  of 
the  chief  sanitary  requirements  in  the  district,  although  in  recent  years 
the  last  mentioned  stream  has  been  appreciably  improved  and  fishing  takes 
place  over  an  appreciable  length* 

The  most  offensive  section  of  river  is  the  Limy  Water  with  an  estimated 
dry  weather  flow  of  no  more  than  3?  million  gallons  per  day*  When  it  is 
considered  that  the  daily  effluent  from  the  two  largest  works  on  the  banks 
is  2  million  gallons,  it  can  be  seen  that  the  stream  is  practically  made 
up  of  trade  waste  during  periods  of  drought*  The  appointed  day  for  the 
coming  into  operation  of  the  principal  provisions  of  the  new  Rivers 
(Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1  961 9  has  now  been  fixed  at  1st  June,  1 963° 
From  that  date  it  will  be  an  offence  to  continue  to  discharge  trade  or 
sewage  effluent  into  a  stream  unless  application  has  been  made  before  that 
date  for  the  River  Board’s  consent  * 

Contact  was  made  on  a  member  of  occasions  during  the  year  with  the 
Mersey  Rivers  Board  and  the  fullest  co-operation  was  obtained  from  the 
officers  concerned*  One  works  in  the  area  provides  a  particularly  difficult 
problem  and  although  we  have  been  assured  by  the  Board  that  they  wrill  give 
close  attention  to  the  standard  of  effluent  to  be  discharged  by  consent, 
in  the  light  of  present  scientific  knowledge,  there  does  not  appear  to  be 
any  economically  practicable  method  of  securing  a  completely  satisfactory 
effluent .

Satisfactory  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  converting  or  abolishing 
the  insanitary  waste  water  closet  which  for  so  long  has  been  a  feature  of 
the  town’ s  sanitary  accommodation.  Ninety-seven  conversions  were  carried 
out,  57  through  the  Council's  scheme  of  contribution  wThereby  £10  is  granted 
for  each  waste  water  closet  converted  and  40  by  way  of  discretionary  or 
standard  grant sQ  There  still  remains ,  however,  approximately  1  v; 6 00 
waste  water  closets  in  existence  in  the  town,  although  many  of  these  are 
associated  with  property  which  will  ultimately  be  demolished*  A  survey  is 
at  present  under  progress  to  ascertain  the  number  remaining  at  property 
which  has  a  reasonable  life*  One  would  like  to  see  a  drive  to  remove  all 
this  type  of  accommodation  with  statutory  enforcement  if  necessary ,  on 
similar  lines  to  that  applied  to  the  conversion  of  private  water  supply 
scheme  So 


Since  the  Council's  scheme  was  institued  in  May,  1952,  applications 
have  been  approved  for  the  conversion  of  4 8  pail  closets  and  1,1  36  waste 
water  closets,  G- rants  approved  total  £1,062 0  1.  4d,  in  respect  of  pails 
and  £10,861  .  po  3 d,  in  respect  of  waste  water  closets* 

There  still  remains  251  pail  closets  in  the  Borough,  1  31  of  which  are 
emptied  by  the  department  by  a  weekly  collection,  the  remaining  120  pails 
are  situated  at  farms  too  remote  and  inaccessible  for  emptying  purposes. 
Since  1952,  101  pail  closets  have  been  abolished  either  by  way  of  grant 
schemes  or  housing  action.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Industrial  firms  carried  out  further  improvements  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956*  and  generally  speaking^  the 
overall  level  of  industrial  pollution  was  markedly  lower  than  prior  to 
the  Act0  The  tonnage  of  coal  consumed  by  industry  during  the  winter 
periods  is  56%  less  than  formerly . 

There  has  been  an  appreciable  conversion  to  the  oil  faring  of 
boilers  by  local  industrial  firms  but  the  lower  coal  tonnage  figures  have 
also  been  accomplished  by  the  installation  of  more  modern  methods  of 
mechanical  firing  and  electrification  of  machinery *  Towards  the  end  of 
1962,  all  firms  who  still  9hand  fired9  their  boilers  were  reminded  of  the 
fact  that  the  defence  that  it  had  not  been  possible  to  complete  necessary 
alterations  to  pliant  would  cease  in  July*  19 63©  It  was  pointed  out  that 
5 hand  firing9  coal  on  Lancashire  boilers  was  very  difficult  to  carry  out 
and  In  such  a  manner  so  as  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Regulations 
controlling  emissions  of  9 black9  and  9 dark9  smoke0  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  report ,  it  Is  pleasing  to  report  again  on  the  good  response 
by  local  industrial  firms  and  much  work  was  in  progress  during  the  local 
9 wakes9  fortnight 0  The  following  table  compares  the  present  industrial 
fuel  consumption  at  peak  periods  with  that  of  1958  (figures  in  brackets) , 
and  also  gives  the  type  of  fuel  burnt  and  methods  of  coal  firing  in 
operation,,

The  Health  Committee  gave  detailed  consideration  during  the  year  as 
to  the  desirability  of  creating  smoke  control  areas  but  decided  that  such 
action  should  be  deferred  for  the  time  beingo  Rawtenstall  has  not  been 
designated  as  a  5 black  area9  and  in  view  of  this  and  the  fact  of  its  large 
commitments  with  slum  clearance  programmes,  the  Committee  decided  against 
proceeding  with  domestic  smoke  control 0  The  authority  is,  however ,  a 
member  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire  Consultative 
Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution,,  Twenty-five 
local  authorities  participate  in  the  Scheme*  Two  volumetric  instruments 
measuring  amounts  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  are 
situated,  one  at  the  Departments  office  in  the  town  centre,  and  the 
other cn the  first  floor  of  the  Hall  Carr  Co-operative  Grocery  Store 0 
Records  are  also  kept  of  rainfall,  wind  direction,  wind  force  and 
temperatures,  in  order  to  correlate  the  influence  of  meteorological 
conditions  on  levels  of  atmospheric  pollution*  The  average  smoke 
concentration  readings  for  1962  reveal  that  188  and  252  microgrammes  per 
cubic  metre  of  air  were  respectively  recorded  by  the  Town  Centre  and 
Hall  Carr  apparatus®  The  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 
gives  the  average  daily  smoke  concentration  for  61  towns  and  boroughs  in 
the  North  of  England  as  21  9  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre*  The  figures 
are  similar  to  the  results  obtained  by  27  authorities  in  the  Inner  London 
belt*  There  is,  therefore,  no  reason  for  this  authority  to  feel  smug  about 
its  exclusion  from  the  9 black  areas9.,  as  although  not  suffering  from  very 
heavy  pollution,  the  atmosphere  could  be  improved  by  domestic  smoke  control. 

Monthly  reports  on  the  whole  of  this  work  are  forwarded  to  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  Warren  Spring  Laboratory, 
Stevenage,  and  valuable  comparisons  with  other  areas  are  provided,  whilst 
a  monthly  summary  is  issued  for  all  recording  stations  in  the  country* 

The  results  are  also  forwarded  to  the  Technical  Officer  of  the  Consultative 
Committee  previously  referred  to,  and  the  participating  authorities 
regularly  examine  and  discuss  the  significance  of  the  results  of  their 
readings  as  well  as  discussing  the  various  problems  associated  with  smoke 
control  in  the  industrial  and  domestic  fields*

The  sewers  in  the  town  were  treated  twice  during  the  year0  During  the 
second  treatment ,  only  six  manholes  were  revealed  to  he  infested.  It  is 
maintained  that  the  satisfactory  results  have  been  due  to  the  adoption  in 
1956  of  the  extended  baiting  technique,  and  the  use  of  paranitrophenol  as 
a  mould  inhibit erc  In  resistant  areas,  warfarin  treatments  have  been  given 
in  lieu  of  the  direct  poisons .

The  average  length  of  haul  to  tip  for  the  l6/l8cu0  ydc  vehicle  is 
2-g-  miles  as  against  miles  for  the  smaller  vehicle 0  Nine  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninety- four  bins  are  collected  weekly  by  the  three  teams, 
giving  a  performance  of  1  23  bins  per  man  per  day.  The  operation  of  a 
9  stint5  system  works  very  satisfactorily  as  an  incentiveG  Originally 
measured  by  the  foreman  working  with  the  various  teams,,  each  district  was 
allocated  a  certain  number  of  bins  to  complete  per  week.  To  date  the 
system  ensuring  a  regular  weekly  collection  seems  to  have  been  flexible 
enough  to  have  coped  with  a  reduction  from  a  44  to  42  hour  working  week,, 
difficulties  in  recruiting  suitable  labour ,  adverse  weather  conditions ,  new 
building  resulting  in  longer  carries  of  dustbins  than  those  associated  with 
demolished  houses;  all  without  increase  in  staff.  The  number  of  working 
days  lost  due  to  sickness  and  injury  amounted  to  33(4 or  more  than  the  loss 
of  labour  of  one  man  for  a  full  year0  The  labour  change-over  was  less  than 
in  previous  years. 

REFUSE  STORAGE 


Refuse  storage  arrangements  are,  on  the  whole ,  maintained  by  property 
owners  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  With  very  few  exceptions  they  respond 
readily  to  informal  notice  from  the  Department  and  request  us  to  supply 
renewals.  During  the  year  3.58  dustbins  were  supplied  by  the  Department. 

Generally,,  therefore,  the  bins  throughout  the  town  are  of  standard 
type,  mainly  of  the  27r  cue  ft.  BaS„S*  pattern.  Refuse  is  collected  from 
9,809  premises*  The  worst  feature  of  the  storage  accommodation  is  in 

connection  with  certain  types  of  'back-to-back  houses  where  communal  bin 
stores  and  sharing  of  dustbins  is  an  unsatisfactory  featurec 

The  Committee  has  agreed  in  principle  to  a  municipal  bin  scheme  as  a 
rate  borne  charge  and  further  details  will  be  considered  in  1963« 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  Hydraulic  Loading  Shovel  which  has  operated  since  1958  "was  replaced 
in  March,  1  9^3  by  a  similar  type  vehicle  with  improved  modification.  The 
shovel  acting  as  a  dozer  levels  the  tipped  refuse,  consolidates  and  covers 
adequately  by  utilizing  the  material  from  the  old  tip*  The  old  tipped 
material  forms  an  effective  covering  material,  the  refuse  having  broken  down 
into  an  innocuous  ash  like  material*  No  refuse  is  exposed  longer  than  24 
hours  and  there  is  complete  coverage  of  the  tip  for  each  week-end.  The 
effective  and  prompt  sealing  reduces  the  risk  of  rat  infestation,  and  although 
three  check  treatments  were  given  during  the  year,  only  minor  infestations 
were  revealed. 


Work  was  well  under  way  towards  the  end  of  the  year  with  the  new  culvert 
which  will  replace  the  old  one  which  has  fractured.  This  scheme  is  also 
tied  in  with  the  tip  development  scheme  which  visualises  utilising  on  lease 
9.4  acres  of  land  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  present  tip.  The  proposed  scheme 
of  tipping  which  has  received  planning  approval  is  expected  to  be  spread  over 
1  2-1  5  years,,  following  which  it  will  be  soiled  and  re-seeded,  and  revert  back 
as  a  level  plateau  to  agricultural  use.  The  number  of  loads  tipped  were

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD* 


MILK  SUPPLY 

The  supervision  of  milk  production  on  farms  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Local  authorities  are 
still  responsible  for  many  important  duties  connected  with  milk 
distribution,  including  the  sampling  of  milk  after  it  leaves  the  farm0 
They  also  possess  the  powers  for  prevention  of  infection  of  milk,  and 
duties  in  connection  with  water  supply,  sewage  disposal  and  housing  at 
farm  and  dairy  premises0 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations) (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1958,  came 
into  operation  in  Rawtenstall  on  the  14th  April,  1958?  an d  from  that  date, 
all  retail  dairymen  were  compelled  to  sell  their  milk  under  designation, 
i*ea  tuberculin  tested  milk  which  is  untreated,  and  pasteurised  and 
sterilised  milk,  which  are  treated  by  heat „  Some  36  producer  retailers 
deliver  milk  in  the  Borough*

Comment  was  made  last  year  on  the  local  incidence  of  brucella  organisms 
in  the  milk  supply  and  the  point  was  made  that  tuberculin  tested  milk  was 
not  necessarily  safe  milk0  The  Department  continued  to  supplement  sampling 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  by  forwarding  raw  milk  samples  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  forbr*  abortus  examination*  Bulk  sampling  revealed 
infection  in  six  herds  during  the  year,  of  which  it  was  possible  to  trace 
infection  in  five  instances  involving  seven  cows*  Farmers  co-operated  well 
in  agreeing  to  either  slaughter  of  infected  animals  where  appropriate,  or  by 
directing 'milk  from  the  particular  cows  infer  heat  treatment  * 


Since  1  961,  when  serious  attention  was  devoted  to  this  matter,  it  has  been 
revealed  that  out  of  the  30  herds  in  the  town  furnishing  raw  milk  for  retail 
sale,  11  have  been  found  to  be  infected  with  brucella  organisms  during  this 
period*  These  herds  have  involved  17  animals,  the  milk  from  all  of  which 
has  been  immediately  isolated  and  heat  treated,  but  in  the  absence  of 
effectual  legislation,  the  ultimate  solution  with  regard  to  infected  animals 
remains  most  unsatisfactory* 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  four1  private 
slaughterhouses  were  inspected  prior  to  release  for  human  consumption*  In 
order  to  maintain  this  system,  work  outside  normal  hours,  including  Sundays, 
was  necessitated*  Again  there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  cattle 
killed  compared  with  the  5  highest 5  figure  recorded  last  year  -  3*903  as 
against  3*230*  This  headage  rate  is  far  above  local  requirements  and,  in 
fact,  more  meat  is  exported  to  surrounding  towns  lhan  is  consumed  locally* 

Under  the  Government9  s  scheme  for  assisting  authorities  with  the  cost  of 
meat  inspection  where  this  is  above  their  normal  quota,  this  authority  was 
eligible  last  year  for  a  grant  of  £175®  Ho  0de 

All  meat  and  offal  is,  immediately  after  condemnation,  collected  by  the 
Department,  stained  with  green  dye  and  later  sold  for  manufacture  into  feeding 
meals  and  fertilisers*  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  meat  are  credited 
to  the  butcher  suffering  loss,  whilst  income  from  the  sale  of  offal  defrays 
the  Corporation5  s  handling  charges*  This  system  has  worked  satisfactorily  and 
ensures  proper  control  and  satisfactory  disposal  of  diseased  meat  and  offals* 

Work  was  completed  during  the  year  at  all  four  slaughterhouses  to  ensure 
their  compliance  with  the  new  requirements  before  1st  January,  1963*  which 
was  fixed  as  the  9 appointed  day®*  Substantial  alterations  have  been  carried 
out  at  all  four  premises*
